The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Clainns 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The nltrogen/carb on/oxygen content is not possible as polyurethane is normally 
made of only nitrogen, carbon and oxygen atoms. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C, 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made.

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over the Wu '261 Patent. 

Wu produces urethane covered golf balls (abstract). The urethane can be cured 
with polyamines such as methylene bis (diethyl aniline), bis (sec-butyl a mi no) benzene 
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and mixtures thereof (column 7, lines 32-46). Applicant's preferred dialkyi phenyiene 
diamine-Unllink 4100 (paragraph 31 of spec.) is bis (sec -butylamino) benzene (see 
chemical abstract registry No. 101-96-2). An aliphatic diamine (see column 22, line 15) 
Is also possible. An ionomeric inner cover can be present (column 6, line 63). 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over the Voorheis 2003/0064826 Patent. 

Voorheis produces urethane covered golf baits (abstract). The urethane can be 
cured with polyamines such as methylene bis (diethylaniline), bis (sec butylamino) 
benzene and mixtures thereof (paragraph 54). Applicant's preferred dialkyi phenyiene 
diamine - Unilink 4100 (paragraph 31 of spec.) is bis (sec butylamine) benzene. 
Aliphatic diamines are also possible (paragraph 60). An ionomeric inner cover can be 
present (paragraph 29).
